opportunity to the employee to explain their point of view 

9. Where for any reason, the employees of the said esta¬ 
blishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Co? nora ion of India as 
already adopted by the said establishment or the benefits to 
the employees under this Scheme aie ieduced in any man¬ 
ner, the exemption shall be liable to bt cancelled 

10. Where, for any reason , the employe] fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life Irism- 
ance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed to lapse, 
the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled 

11. In case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of as¬ 
surance benefits to the nominee(s) /legal heir(s) of deceased 
member who would have been covered under the said Scheme 
but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the membei covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme the Life Insmance Coiporation of 
India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to the 
nominee(s) /legal heir(s) of the deceased member entitled 
for it and in any case within one month fiom the receipt of 
claims complete in all respect
